I have the honor to call your attention to the conflicting 
character of two or three sections of the “North-West Terri- 
tories Act, 1875.” 


The 9th section of the said Act in effect provides that when 
any electoral district shall be established the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor and Council shall have power to pass Ordinances for rais- 
ing within such District, by direct taxation, etc., a revenue for 
local and for municipal purposes of such district. 


_The 10th section provides that when any electoral district 
shall be found to contain not less than One thousand inhabitants, 
Ordinances may be passed for erecting the same into a munici- 
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pal corporation or corporations, ete. The powers contained in 
the 11th section with respect to legislating on Education are evi- 
dently dependent upon one or both of the next preceding sec- 
tions. Now, when we turn to the 13th section of the same Act 
we find that an electoral district cannot be erected unless it con- 
tain a population of not less than One thousand inhabitants of 
adult uge. 


It is highly desirable that the Council here should have power 
to erect municipal corporations, or at least sections or districts 
with power to assess for school purposes, but it appears that no 
such legislation can be had in regard to any settlement, unless it 
is part of an electoral district. No such district has yet been 
erected for want of the requisite population, and there are some 
detached settlements in the Territories that under the conditions 
laid down in the Act cannot for some time be included in an 
electoral district. But it would be a hardship, if, on this ac- 
count, they were denied the benefit of any legislation regarding 
Schools. 


If the words “ electoral district” were struck out in the first 
line of the 10th section and the words “portion or district of the 
North-West Territortes” substituted, a part of the difficulty 
would be removed. Itis doubtful also whether such district 
should be limited to one thousand inhabitants. In short, it ap- 
pears to me that sections 9, 10 and 13 should be wholly revised 
to make them in harmony with each other. 


I am inclined to the opinion that a less number than one 
thousand inhabitants of adult age within an area of one thou- 
sand square miles, as provided in the 13th section, might pro- 
perly have the privilege of electing a member to the Council. 
Both in British Columbia and Manitoba there are smaller con- 
stituencies than half the above number represents. Ifthe num- 
ber were reduced in the 13th section, the words “electoral dis- 
trict” in the 9th and 10th sections would not be so objectional. 


But the question of representation is one more particularly 
for the General Government to consider. The point which I 
desire more particularly to urge upon your attention is to pro- 
vide some such amendment of the North-West Territories Acts 
as will enable the North-West Council to pass an Ordinance 
empowering the people of any settlement with a sufficient num- 
Ler of children to form a school, to assess themselves towards its 
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support. The advantage of affording every facility for establish- 
ing schools in this new country is so obvious that I need add 
nothing further.

HONORABLE SIR, 


It was with a deep feeling of regret that I read An Ordinance 
respecting Marriages in the North-West, passed on the 2nd 
August, 1878. My first impression was to write to Your 
Honor immediately, but I postponed until I had received com- 
munications on the subject from the Right Reverend Bishops 
Grandin, Faraud and Clut. 


The views of the Right Reverend Prelates have been heard 
of ; they naturally agree with mine, and it is in the name of the 
Catholic Episcopate of the North-West that I take the liberty 
to-day to respectfully request Your Honor to reconsider the 
above mentioned Ordinance and to eliminate therefrom what no 
Catholic Bishop can agree to. | 


I need not say that we are averse to anything capable of ex- 
citing uneasiness or misunderstanding with the civil authorities 
of the country, nothing but the accomplishing of a duty could 
determine me to follow the course Iam now taking. I know 
the kindness and bienveillance which Your Honor and Staff 
have shown to our Missionaries; I feel grateful, and this feel- 
ing renders so much the more unpleasant the task imposed upon 
me to-day. 


On the other hand, I am satisfied that Your Honor wishes to 
secure the welfare of the country by a liberal policy, a policy 
which would command the assent of all classes. Such a con- 
viction is for me an assurance that you will be kind enough 
to alter a regulation which would be a sore in the community, 
as it hurts the religious feeling of a large portion. of its 
members. 
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1. Christian marriage is held by us as sacred and even as a 
sacrament, and we regret to see that Civil Magistrates “may 
solemnize marriage between any two persons.” We respectfully 
request of Your Honor that when one or both of the contracting 
parties are Catholics they shall be bound to marry before a 
Catholic Priest. 

In our estimation, purely civil marriage tends to desecrate the 
holy bonds of an indissoluble union and entails the most dis- 
astrous social consequences. 


2 Cathole Missionaries have been long in the country, they 
have always enjoyed freedom in the accomplishment of their 
sacred duties; the fact of coming under Canadian rule, ought 
not to restrain religious liberty. We regret to say that we take 
exception to the. Ordinance stating that in certain cases we 
“shall not solemnize marriage unless authorized so to do by 
license of the Lieutenant-Governor.” 

We have no desire to impose our convictions or practices to 
others, but we have a strong desire to remain in possession of 
the discipline of our own church. I have no hesitation to say 
that no harm can result from our continuing to grant Marriage 
Licenses as we have always done. 


3. We are at all times ready to furnish the Government the 
documents they require; so we will have no objection to supply 
the registry with duplicates of acts of marriage. 

It may seem strange to some that the Jaw would bind Clergy- 
men to furnish gratis copies of certificates of marriage, while 
the registrar is not bound to do the same work except when 
paid. Nevertheless, as this extra gratis work does not interfere 
with the accomplishment of our ecclesiastical functions, we have 
no strong objections to the same. 


4. We strongly object to the 14th paragraph of the Ordinance 
in which I read: “Any person issuing a Marriage License 
without being authorized by the Lieutenant-Governor in that 
behalie. ow. .8 and any person celebrating marriage ............ 
contrary to the provisions of section two of this Ordinance shall 
Peat ites ts forfeit and pay a fine not exceeding one hundred 
dollars.” 

Now, Honorable Sir, we are four Catholic Bishops with juris- 
diction in the North-West Territories. None of our Priests are 
allowed to solemnize Marriage without a license (when license 
is required) from their respective Bishops; and according to the 
rules of our church the bishops themselves have the power to 
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grant such licenses when they think proper. So in fact, the 
14th paragraph of the Ordinance means neither more nor less 
than this: “You Roman Catholic Bishops or Priests, You are 
not allowed to practice your religion with negard to the solemn- 
zation of marriage. If you accomplish your duty in this re- 
spect on summary conviction before a Stipendiary Magistr ate 
you will be fined.” 


Surely your Honor has no desire to kindle the fire of 
religious persecution in the North-West and it would be some- 
what unpleasant and unnecessary to have the four Bishops or 
some of them and their Priests arrested or prosecuted for an of- 
fence which far from being considered as such by them or their 
congregation, would be simply the accomplishment of their duty, 


Let us be asked self-denial, hardship or anything of the kind, 
we are ready to do all in our power to help the country and its 
inhabitants, but please do not ask us to sacrifice our principles 
and religious connections; we cannot consent to that. 


I have no doubt your honor will appreciate my motives and 
those of my colleagues, and that you will grant our request, by 
making your Ordinance such as to enable us to accept it; other- 
wise we would be forced to use all our endeavors to have it dis- 
allowed, a step which would be very unpleasent to us all.

I have the honor to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 
12th February ult., stating the objections of Your Grace and 
the Right Reverend Bishops Grandin, Faraud and Clut to 
“ An Ordinance respecting Marriages,” passed by the Council of 
the North-West Territories on the 2nd of August last. 
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While marriage by the Civil Magistrate is permitted by the 
Ordinance owing to the fact that some parts of the Territories 
are seldom visited by a Clergyman yet it is not compulsory, 
and no one, the rules of whose church are opposed to Civil 
Marriage, is expected to apply to a Magistrate, unless a clergy- 
man is practically beyond his reach. | 

With respect to Clergymen furnishing gratis copies of certi- 
ficates, Your Grace appears to have overlooked the fact that the 
Ordinance does not require them to give a certificate to any 
person, except to either of the parties to a Marriage who are 
supposed to have given some fee for the ceremony. If Clergy- 
men were required equally with the Registrar to give copies of 
certificates to every applicant, then undoubtedly, they should be 
paid at the same rate ; 

I extremely regret to observe the view Your Grace takes of 
the 14th Section of the Ordinance. The Council, I am sure, had 
no idea of persecuting the Bishops of the Roman. Catholic 
Church. By Section 2 Clergymen may marry after either pub- 
lishing Bans or having the Lieutenant-Governor’s License, but 
by the proviso at the end of the Section they may dispense with 
either of the preliminaries if they see reason to do so. It may 
be needful for them according to their rules of their Church to 
obtain the authority of their Bishops before they can marry 
without publishing Bans; if so the law is not intended to inter- 
fere with these Ecclesiastical Rules, but allow them full scope, 
as long as illegal connections are not formed. 

The Ordinance is more liberal than the Marriage Laws of 
Ontario and the Maritime Provinces, for in these laws there are 
similar sections to those to which you object, without any modi- | 
‘fifying proviso, and yet I never heard of the Clergy in those 
Provinces complain of persecution. 

However, though I think you have misapprehended the 
effect of several sections of the Ordinance, yet Your Grace’s 
objections thereto shall be laid before the Council at its next 
meeting; and I have no doubt that that body will be prepared 
to give them their attentive consideration. |
